The pleasant days which appear at in- 


tervals during the winter should be taken 
advantage of to prune trees, shrubs, etc. 
Many mistakes are made in pruning, and 
as often1 by cutting off more wood than is 
necessary as by not enough. Young trees 
especially require somewhat severe prun» 
ing, and in many other respects differing 
from that practised \\ith o%ler trees. One 
of the main features to be kept in mind 
while piuning young trees is to "head" 
them low, at the same time giving them 
symmetrical shape. It must be under- 
stood by the grower that it is hardly pos* 
sible for him to become thoroughly famil- 
iar with the ait—for it is an art—of prop- 
erly pruning trees by reading books and 
papers on the subject 


When trees are received fiom the nurs- 


ery, many of the roots have been bruised 
or broken in taking up, and of course 
these parts roust be cut off. Asa conse- 
quence, we have a greater length of limb 
in proportion than of roots. If the trees 
ore translated without the limbs being 
cut back, they mturally grow slowly if at 
all.

Tbe removal of large branches is often 


attended with some difficulty, and there- 
fore, in many cases, is not properly done. 
Tbe principal point to»bo observed in 
pruning is to make a clean, smooth cut, 
whether it be done with a saw or a kuife, 
especially should this be observed in prun- 
ing large trees. The natural flow of sap 
is upward, and frequently, from the favor- 
able location of some branches a greater 
growth of wood is made than ,on others. 
These limbs must be shortened! in propor- 
tion with the others of slower growth. 


While we constantly bear in mind the 


desired shape of our trees, we should be 
careful to remove those branches or stems 
which prevent tbe light and air from 
freely circulating through the tree. 


With currants and gooseberries the de- 


cayed wood should be cut out, and the 
new growth shortened about one-third. 


Blackberries and raspberry require 


but little pruning, whieh consists prin- 
cipally in cutting away the old cane which 
has borne fruit tho past season 
This 


should be done during the winter, or very 
early in the spring.—New York Indepen- 
dent.

Gentlemen of the Council of the Bor- 


ough of Bristol '—We are here to-night as 
tlie Burgess and Council of the Bor- 
ough of Bristol in pursuance of an, elec- 
tion held on the 17th ult., for the pur- 
pose of entering into and discharging 
such duties as may come up for our 
consideration. 


Article 3 of the Charter, defining the 


duties of the Burgess, says, "It shall be 
his duty to communicate to the Council, 
at least once a year, and oftener if deem- 
ed expedient, a general statement of the 
condition of the borough, in relation to 
its government, finances and improve- 
ments to recommend the adoption of 
such measures, as he may deem expi- 
(Untfor the security, health, cleanliness 
improvement and general welfare of the 
borough." 


In persuance of that obligation and in 


addition thereto it gives me pleasure to 
address you, upon die subject of our cor- 
porate existence and to suggest that 
which I may deem of interest or value to 
those whom you represent. 


The corporation exists and acts from 


both early and recent authority. 


Bristol is one of the few early settle- 


m< nts in this State, possessing a charter 
from the crown of Great Britain. 


\fter the Revolution this charter was 


endorsed by the Colonial Government, 


the borough and the citizen a good, cheap 
light. 


The Bristol Water Company, an orna- 


ment and a needed addition to a com- 
munity 
of 
this size, (discharges its 


duty to the individual customer with fi- 
delity. But we regret to record that 
this company, with an arbitrary franchise 
over the possibilities of this Borough, 
with the cheap raw material of the river 
skirting its eastern boundary, with our 
streets made use of without asking or 
price, with 
the citizen 
the greater 


source of its revenue, denies us as a cor- 
poration, at an equitable compensation 
the right of water service in case of fire 
and its use for corporation sanitary pur- 
poses. We regret this because it is'not in 
unison with the spirit in which the en- 
terprise was conceived. 
We regret it 


because Bristol with those priviledges 
would be more secure, attractive and use- 
ful. 


The Bristol 
Improvement Company, 


organized for the purpose of building, 
owning and renting manufacturing build- 
ings, has accomplished a good work. The 
Company now owns $125,000 worth of 
property devoted to manufacturing, and 
the wages paid out by those occupying its 
buildings exceed yearly $125,000. " 


The sanitary condition of the borough 


has room for improvement; yet in point 
of general health, its citizens compare 


The corporation 
hat remitted from 


taxation new manufacturing enterprises 
for a period of ten years. This is about 
as far as your limit of authority will per- 
mit you to act. 
But you have direct 


charge of the sanitary condition of the 
borough. 
You are the direct managers 


of its streets end footways. 


Good order and the observance of law 


comes under your immeJiate supervision. 
And there is DO reason why the old time 
quiet, conservative, patched up from year 
to year, Bristol should not be assuming 
the position in tbe Commonwealth as the 
healthiest, best governed of all her towns. 
With streets and footways a credit >ia- 
stead of a disgrace. To judiciously im- 
prove is economy. 


The last two or three Councils have 


done good work in permanent street re- 
pair. We should carry this forward. For, 
as first impressions are lasting ones, we 
should in policy incline the public im- 
provements to a point, that to tbe per- 
sons seeking investments here, desiring 
t<) establish interests, varying our indus- 
trial work, and extending the opportuni- 
ties of the ;laboring class, there could 
be_no possible objection on account of 
Bristol's sanitary condition, its good or- 
der, or its outward appearance. Bristol 
will be a manufacturing city. Through 
it_the value of property will be main- 
tained or increased ; through it the mer- 
chant _ and trader will have increased 
facilities; through it the mechanic, arti- 
zau and laborer will have more varied and 
permanent employment; through it Bris- 
tol will reach the balancing power in the 
County of Bucks, and through it an or» 
nament and a credit to the State. 


Upon motion of Francis Fenimore the 


clerk was instructed to spread the ad- 
dres upon the minutes.

ized to appoint Captain Levi Johnson a 
special policeman to serve without com- 
pensation from the borough. 


Council then adjourned.

lavorahly with other communities having 
like character and conditions of popula- 
tion. We think the welfare would be 
enhanced by Council taking some action 
to abate tbe custom of householders 
draining kitchen refuse and closet mate- 
rial into wells; for the refuse of the 
greater portion of a population of over 
5,000 persons, passing into the ground, 
decomposing and becoming a filtering 
agent for the water used for domestic 
purposes, seems but courting sickness 
and defying disease. 


The good order and general observance 


of law command our highest praise. One 
High Constable, with the partial assist- 
ance of two ward Constables, and with 
the further unused influence that the Bur- 
gess and Councilmen may act as police, 
control and keep the peace of our entire 
population. And it is a gratifying fact 
that since 1870, while our population has 
been rapidly increasing, the quality and 
quantity of crime and disorder have very 
materially decreased. We attribute this 
to a more regular employment of the peo- 
ple 


The finances of the corporation are in 


concise shape. The obligations of the 
borough are outstanding to the amount of 
$8,000 at five per cent, interest, an in- 
debtedness, equal to three-fourths of one 
per cent, on the assessed value, or one- 
fourth of one percent, of the actual value 
of real estate of the borough. Corapara- 


Ile may call meetings of Council when 


public emergency requires. He is required 
to sae that the ordinances and laws of the 
coriioration are enforced and gives author- 
ity Ijy warrant for the collection of delin- 
quent taxes. 


From this short and imperfect sum- 


mary of our duties and privileges, it is 
well, upon the threshold of our labors that 
we pause for a short time to consider our 
present and possible future. 


Bristol previous to 1830, although be- 


ing the largest and most important town 
of the county .assumed no other place than 
quiet country village. About that time 
the tide water terminus of the Lehioh 
Can.il was here located, centralizing"a 
vast .coal shipping interest, giving to 
Bristol an era of prosperity 
passion 


through a period of 15 to 20 years. 
" 


The development of railroads, the nec- 


cesairy and natural change of the chan- 
nels of trade, caused this hold upon the 
shipping interest to be impaired and 
Bristol returned to a condition of quiet, 
raainly depending upon its its surround- 
ing farming territory for support and 
recognition. 


Twenty-five years ago Bristol took a 


new departure. 
Manufacturing became 


a component part of its operations and 
rrom that time it has gradually developed 
nto the prosperous community we now 
lave. 


In 1860 Bristol had no manufacturing 


industries. Those residing here of mod- 
erate incomes, on account of its beautiful 
and attractive situation, passed quiet.un- 
eventful lives. Those necessitated to la- 
>or lor a living were poorly off, for the 
means, or opportunities to call tha ser« 
-rices of the many into action did not ex- 
st. The following 10 years introduced 
he iron works, the forge, (now out of ex- 
stence)and the Bristol Woolen mills. 


_ From 1868 to the present time, mainly 
jince 1875, what we have of manufactur- 
ng enterprise came into existence and 
we sum it up its value and extent, viz: 


lively this is a light burthen ; but we re- 
gard debt as expensive, and would look 
with favor upon legislation gradually re- 
ducing it. 


It has required the past year about 50 


cents on the $100 of the assessed value 
to pay the fixed charges, or unavoidable 
expenses of the borough. Street repairs 
and permanent improvements and extra- 
ordinary expenses have to be provided 
in excess of that sum. The care of the 
streets and footways is an important and 
arduous duty devolving upon Council. 
The committee selected, under whose 
charge the work is performed, if it con- 
scientiously discharges its duty, consumes 
no small share of its time and attention. 
Members engaged in business have not 
always this time to give, and those of our 
members depending upon their time for 
support, should not be expected to thus 
contribute. We are of the opinion that 
a capable man should be selected by 
Council, either by the day, week, or 
month, to act for a suitable compensation 
as Street Commissioner, making him re- 
sponsible through the Street Committee 
to this body. 


We draw to your attention tbs irregu- 


lar way in which our streets are entered 
upon and dug up by the Gas and .Vater 
Companies, and also by individuals ; and 
the wretched manner in which they are 
allowed to remain afterward. 
We rec- 


ommend the drafting of an ordinance in 
unison with legislative authority, under 
which these corporat'ons act, confining 
their practices in these respects to more 
careful methods. 


Although the good order of the borough 


is of such a character that arrests and 
confinement are of unfrequent occurrence, 
yet when persons are placed under re- 
straint, we are sadly lacking in jail ac- 
commodation. The cellar of the Town 
House is totally unfit to be used for that 
purpose. I would strongly advise that the 
first floor of the Town House be fitted up 
appropriately for, first, a jail, and second, 
as headquarters for the police depart- 
ment. 


The archives of the borough are of 


great interest and historical value, and as 
at present cared (or are at too great a risk

ness in Bristol who says his taxes, en- 
deavors to keep a stock that will be a 
credit to him and tbe law,' yet after 10 
o'clock at night the borough council al- 
lows his store and house to be at the 
mercy of any thieves who may have suf- 
ficient discernment to see how readily 
they can rob a store and by our railroad 
facilities be in Philadelphia or New York 
before the robbery is discovered simply 
because the borough council is negligent 
in failing to provide the necessary night 
police. Can any man have the audacity 
to solicite the votes of the merchants of 
Bristol after he has so shamefully neg- 
lected to provide for their safety. 


2nd.—Amusements, alike with business 


should contribute their share toward the 
borough finances. We have one skating 
rink with one or two more in progress. 
Yet they do not pay one dollar into the 
borough treasury. Is this justice to those 
who promote the welfare of our town by 
putting their money into legitimate busi- 
ness. Can our borough councils place 
themselves on record before the people by 
wilfully refusing to give the business 
bouses requisite protection and at tbe 
same time fail to impose a license on 
skatingrinks.patent medicine venders, and 
street fakirs; thereby showing conclu- 
sively by their actions how little they 
cure for the welfare of their constituents 
and how careless they can become by tbe 
inducement they offer to those who will 
come here, prostitute the morals of our 
young men and women, taking the money 
they can fleece from our people and leave 
with a well filled purse and our borough 
treasury (always about as destitute of 
funds as a spring terrapin is of food) not 
one penny the gainer. Considering the 
laxity of our councils in interest of the 
people I hope our business men will so 
awake to their interest and that of our 
town in general that councils may be 
taught very conclusively that they are

Tbolozan, ii ever within call, so that 
the ttnfoi innate doctor is as great a gad- 
about as his master. His Majesty enjoys 
very fair health, a slight paralysis having 
as yet been his only ailment. His habits 
of life aro simple, his diet plain roasts 
and boiled. The fcihg is an c-arty riser, 
4 or 5 A. it. being his usual time in sum" 


mer. 
This gives him a long day, but he 


breaks it by a siesta. It is the royal 
habit wlicc tired to be shampooed by his 
attendants, and it is thought no indignity 
for a bigii official to be told to assist in 
the kneading process. Shampooing is a 
real art, and ii carried out to scientific 
perfection by some of his Majesty's more 
confidential servants. The chief barber 
is a man high in office. 


At 12 o'clock the royal breakfast is 


served. It ii a solitary meal. The King 
is squatting on the ground; some fifty 
dishes aro set before him.

Dead silence 
is observer) by the few favored courtiers 
who stand arornid the walls of the apart- 
ments. The royal butlers silently hand 
the various dishes. As the King eats he 
addressee those whom he may deign to 
honor with his notice, and thes« fortunate 
ones bow low, and answer in humble af- 
firmatives, "May 
I be your sacrifice, As- 


vlutn of the Universe. So it is." 
"It 


happened exactly as your Majesty or- 
dained," and so on. The same kind of 
language is used by the royal princes in 
addressing their father, and they would 
not presume tc attempt to tit in the roy- 
al presence; but as in Persia no son 
would sit in his father's presence unless 
ordered to do so, this is more due to fil- 
ial respect than the awe of majesty. 


The King rinses his mouth and wipes 


his hands over a golden bowl, and then 
be rises and the meal is served to the 
princes. On leaving them it goes to the 
courtiers, and lastly the royal farrashes 
pick the l>otws and literally lick the plat- 
ters clean. The royal dinner, served 
about D r. at., is a repetition of the break- 
fast; generally it is enlivened by the 
playing of the brass bands or by the mu- 
sic of the native musicians attached to 
the court.— London World.
